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RAISE THE CRISTOBAL COLON

The Cristobal Colon was one of
the finest vessels in the Spanish navy.
She was launched ic 1896 and was
classed in Spain as a buttle.ship. She
had a displacement of 6,840 tons, en-
gines of 14,000 horse power, a speed
of twenty knots, and carried forlj
guns and four torpedo projectors, In
the battle of Santisgo the Spanish
plan was to have the Cristobal Colon
escape while the other cruisers en-—
gaged the American vessels,  While
the Almirante Oquendo, the Vizcaya,
and the Maria Teresa were riddled
by American shot snd shell, the Cris-
tobal Colon was not struck, but ran
at bigh specd to the west. She was
not overtaken for fcrty miles, and
she surrendered only when the Ore-
gon and the Brooklyn came withmn
range.

Admiral Sampson in bis report
stated that the Cristobal Colon was
not injured by the firing from hus
vessels and that she was not much in-
jured by beaching, though she ran
ashore at bigh speed. The admiral
regarded the Cristobal Colon as the
best and fastest of the Spanish fleet,

" and strongly recommended that the
vessel be raised. Lieutenant Hobson
mnade the same recommendation; but
1t is announced that the naval board
has decided against trying to save
this fine vessel because of the ex-
pense.

Nevertheless; the Cristobal Colon
should beraised, There could be no
betler memorial to the greatest naval
engagement of modern times than
the rejuvenated Cristobal Colon in
the American navy. The name, the
affectionate regard in which she was
held by Spaniards, the rank she took
in the Spanish navy, the gallant dash
she made in the face of the Amen
can flect, all would make her an ob-
ject of histoiic interest. As we are
soon to come into possession of the
Spanish West Indies, which Cclum-
bus added to the Spanish domain,
the association of a vessel named for
‘the discoverer of America, with the
transfer of the itlands to a distine-
tively American nation, would be
appropriate.

Lieutenanl Hobson's recommendsa-
tion was righl. The presence of the
Cristobal Colon n the American
navy would be a constant reminder
of American valor and seamanship
and would do more (o inspire patriot-
ism and heroismm than any other
memorial of the war. Th® vessel
should be saved and repaired, no
matter what the cost.

NEW LIGHT ON THE PHILIPINES

The adjotant general’s office has is.
gued 2 volume of 300 pages under
the title, “Military Notes of the
Philippines.” Though this volume
was prepared | rincipally for the bene-
fit of naval und military officers on
duty with the American army of ob-
sesvalion and occupation, it contains
alarge fund of general information.
Most of the articles published regard-
ing the Philippines in the last few
weeks have been hastily piepared,
and have been written from s0 many
points of view that the people have
been confused as to the islands and
people, and their possibilities of de-
yeloprent. In the report from the
war department there is, however,
refreshing clearness giyen the sub-
ject by detail.

The Philippine group extends
about 1,000 miles north and soulh,
and 600 miles east and west. On
the west and northwest is the China
sea, on the esst is the Pacific, on the
south is Borneo, and on the north a
number of small islands stretched out
toward Formosa. The number of
the Islands is estimated as from 1,200
to 2,000. The aggregate land ares
of the group is 114,336 square miles,
or sbout the area of Arizona. Luzon,
~uponwhich {he city of Mdnila is lo-
- cated, has an area of 41,000 square

‘miles, being about as large as Obio

mwiles, and the five islands coming
nextin size have an area of over 10,
000 square miles each. The whole
surface of the Philippines is essential-
ly mountsinous, the only plaios be-
ing alluvial districts st the river
moulbs and in spaces 'eft by the in-
tersection of ranges. .

The Philippine populstion is esti-
mated at 8,000,000, of which the
bulk is of Malay origin. The Philip-
pine Malggs, it is stated, are superior
to many other Asiatic races, being
orderly, courteous, and honest,
thongh exceedingly superstitious.
The unsubdued savages of the island
pumber 602,000. There are not over
15,000 to 20,000 Spaniards on the is-
lands,

The sotl is reported as most fertile,
but agriculture has been almost
wholly undeveloped. The islands
are very rich in chony, cedar, iron-
wood, sapan wood, logwood and gum
trees. Gutta percha is found in cer-
tain localities. Bamboo and areca
palm are abundant.
banava and malave,
structive action of water for cen-
turies and are valoable in the 1m-
proyement of harbors,

The islands are said to be rich in
minerals, but hittfe is known by the
Spaniards of the ore deposits. Resi-
dents do not believe that true coal is
to be found inlarge deposits. The
beds tbat have been worked om the
islands ol Cebu and Masbate consist
of lignite of good quality. Ircn ore
of excellent quality 1s abundant, but
for lack of means of transportstion
and machinery it has been found
cheaper to import iron than to mann-
facture it. Rich deposits of copper
exist, and galena and zine blends
bave been found. K¥rom the very
first Philippine commerce with the
world has been held down to the
minimom by the efforts of Spain to
monopolize it. Interna! commeree,
as well as foreign trade, suffers from
lack of facilities for transportation,
After Luzon, the most important is-
land, from the mercantile point of
view, is Cebu. This bas an area of
2,092 square miles and a population
of 504,000. The capital, Cebu, with
a population of 85,243, is the real
mercantile center of the island, and
is situated 460 miles from Manila,
1t appears from the government re-
ports that there are numerous harbors
in all of the priocipal Pbilippine is-
lands which could be easily improved
in the interest of commerce. There
are few or no roads. There is prac-
tically no trade i the interior, and
the eoastwise trade has been managed
entirely in the interest of Spain, and
yet the islands taken as a whole pre-
gent fewer difficulties in the way of
road building antl railroad building
than did Arizona. °

Then the Spanish
commissioners bronght forward the
letler of Avg. Tth, as though it was
an authoritative interpretation of the
terms of the protocol.

This contention was absurb on its
face, but it was in keeping with
Spanish diplomacy. It was most de-
sirable that any ground for suspicion
or any doubt as to the position of
this government be cleared away at
once.” The statement of the Ameri-
can commissioners makes it clear to
Spain and to all Evrope that in this
controversy the American idea of
diplomacy is to prevail

Spain was at the wmercy of the
United States when she asked for
peace. Her navy had been de-
stroyed; one of her strongholds in
Cuba had been captured; an army of
100,000 wen was ready to strike at
Havana; our navy in the Atlantic
was foot loose to strike at Havana,
orat the Spanish coast; the only
Spanish stronghbeld in the Philippines
was practically in our hands, and
General Miles was lightenisg bis grip
on the Spanisii army in Porto Rico.
Witbout allies, without a pavy, with
a demoralized army, and with revolu-
tion threatoning at home, Spain uc-
cepted the terms of the United
States, and these terms arc to be
carricd gut.
